CANADA AT WASHINGTON. 



Tho President's Messaffe in Regard to 
tlio Visit of the Canadian 
Delegates. 



Charged That the Dominion Authori- 
ties Failed to Carry Out the 
Understanding. 



WASHINGTON, June 20. — Tho president 
to-day sent to the senate a message in reply 
to a resolution of that body asking for in- 
formation relative to the confab recently 
held between representatives of the United 
States and those of the Daminion of Canada 
and tho British Government, us to an ar- 
rangement tor reciprocity io trade between 
Canada and the United States. The presi- 
dent in his message quote3 from the report 
of ex-Secretary Bliiue the conclusion 
of the Canadian commissioners 
that " it seemed impossible for 
tho Canadian Government to extend to 
American goods preferential treatment, 
over those of other countries. As Canada 
was part of the liritish empire they did not 
consider it competent for tho Dominion 
Government to enter into any commercial 
agreement with the United States from the 
benefits of which Great Britain and its 
colonies should be excluded." On this point 
the President says that "this statement 
places an inseparable barrier on the attain- 
ment of the. beneficial reciprocal trade 
which might otherwise be developed be- 
tween the United States and Canada." The 
message then refers to the differences re- 
specting the discrimination by Canada of 
IS cents per ton on wheat carried through to 
Montreal, and shipped from thero to Europe, 
It was understood that the Canadian com- 
missioners would see to the withdrawal of 
this discrimination. From the report of 
Mr. John W. Foster, who was with Secre- 
tary Blaine at the "confab" with the Cana- 
dian commissioners it was shown that the 
commissioners declare this statement does 
not conform to their understanding, and 
that the only assurance they had in- 
tended to give waa that tho com- 
plaint of the United Stutes govern- 
ment should be taken into consideration by 
the Canadian ministry on their return 
to Ottawa. Both Mr. lilaiue and Mr. 
Foster understood that tho Canadian Com- 
missioners would rescind tho discriminat- 
ing canal rates. Instead of such discrimin- 
ation being rescinded, tho President 
says in his message, that upon the 
return of the Commissioners from 
Washington, on April 4th, tho Can- 
adian Ministry re-issued without any 
communication with this Government the 
order continuing, the discrimination by 
which a rebate of 18 cents a ton is allowed 
upon grain going to Montreal, but notto Am- 
erican ports, and refusing this rebate, even 
if the grain going to Montreal is 
transhipped at an American port. The 
President in concluding, says "That these 
orders as to canal tolls and rebates are in 
direct violation of article 27 of the Treaty 
of 1S71, Boems to bo clear. It is wholly 
evasive to say that there is no discrimina- 
tion between Canadian and American 
vessels; that the rebate is allowed to 
both, without favor, upon grain carried 
through to Montreal or traushipped at a 
Canadian port to Montreal. The treaty, 
runs : 'To secure to citizens of the United 
St ites the use of the Wclhind, St. Law- 
rence and other canals in the Dominion, on 
terms of equality with the inhabitants of 
the Dominion.' It was intended to 
give to cousumers in the United States, 
to our people engaged in railway 
transportation, and to those exporting 
front our ports equal terms in passing mer- 
chandise, absolute equality. This treat- 
ment was the consideration for concessions 
on the part of this government made in the 
same article of the treaty, and which have 
been faithfully kept. It is a matter of re- 
gret that the Canadian Government 
has not responded promptly to our 
request for tho removal of these 
discriminating tolls. The pupers submitted 
show how serious the loss inflicted is upon 
our lake vessels and upon some of our ports. 
In view of the. fact that the Canadian com- 
missioners still contest with us the 
claim that these tolls are dis- 
criminations, and that they constitute 
a violation of the letter or spirit of Article 
27, of the treaty, it would seem appropri- 
ate that Congress, if the view held by the 
Executive is approved, should with delibera- 
tion, and yet with promptness, take such 
steps as may be necessary to secure tho just 
rights of our citizens.

Cleveland's ami Hill's Chances Dis- 
cussed— Morrison a Possible 
Dark Horse. 



Chicago, June 20.— Efforts wero made 
to-day, to have Gorman announco his 
candidacy. Ho declined to do so unless he 
was given assurance of support from botli 
Hill and Cleveland men. 

The Wisconsin delegation held a meeting 
at noon, and passed a resolution pledging 
the full delegation to Cleveland. 

Congressman Rockwell, of New York, 
one of the Tammany Missionaries, was 
granted a hearing, but at the end of his re- 
marks the delegates rose in their seats and 
gave three cheers for Cleveland. 

Ex-Secretary Teller emphatically denied 
having made the statement attributed to 
him concerning his alleged support of Gor- 
man, and declared he bad never thought 
of Biich a thing. 

The California delegation mot at noon, 
and had quite a breeze meeting. They de 
cided to cast their votes for Cleveland, al- 
though the unit rule docs not prevail. 

The Rhode Island delegation reaffirmed 
their loyalty to Cleveland, declaring that no 
other nanto ought to be presented. 

The Colorado delegation carried out tho 
programme of the silver caucus by throwing 
Hilt overboard and deciding to support 
Gorman. "We never wero for Hill," said 



Mr. Orman, "and there has always been a 
leaning for Gorman. I understand tho 
Maryland Senator will be supported by the 
Silver States, at least that's the programmo 
us I understand it." 

Only four members of the Oregon delega- 
tion havo, bo far, arrived. It is doubtful 
whether tho other four will get hero in 
time, having been delayed by the washout. 
They are credited with beiug Bolid for 
Cleveland. 

Tho Missouri delegation this afternoon, 
after two hours and a quarter of the hottest 
debate, decided to stand by the unit rule, 
and instructed their chairman to cast the 
solid vote of Missouri for Cleveland. 

Ex-Secretary Whitney said to a United 
Press reporter, this afternoon, that Cleve- 
land would be nominated on tho first ballot 
before the roll of states was completed. 
" Come to me after the convention is over," 
ho added, "and if it has not turned out 
that way I'll pay you any forfeit you may 
name." 

Tho Pennsylvania delegation, to-day, or- 
ganized. A resolution declaring for Cleve- 
land was carried by .50 to 7.'i, after the de- 
feat of an amendment substituting Pattison 
for Cleveland. The chairman was then 
instructed to cast the unanimous vote of 
Pcnnsylvuuia for Cleveland, tho dissenting 
factions having come into line. 

The Minnesota delegation organized to- 
day. 

Maryland fell in line, and selected her 
committeemen also. 

New Mexico fell in lino, as did Arkansas, 
New Hampshiro and Colorado. 

Tho Cleveland managers held a round up 
this evening at tho rooms of W. C. Whitnoy 
at the Richelieu. The vote for the ex-presi- 
dent was gono over for the last time, and 
without the vote of Maryland the table 
footed up over COO, enough to nominate 
Cleveland on the first ballot. The state- 
ment was made that Maryland would casb 
its vote for Cleveland, Mr. Gorman having 
said that this would be done, but in the ab- 
sence of official assurance on this score, the 
votes were not included in tho table. Of 
course there wus none counted from Iowa, 
but the opinion was expressed that before the 
ballot was taken Governor Boies would re- 
lease his delegates from tho pledge to sup- 
port him, and that the Hawkeys vote would 
go to Bwell the total for Cleveland. One of 
the gentlemen present at the hotel said : 
"It has turned into a rout, thero won't be 
enough left of the other fellows to make it 
interesting." 

Governor Boies' (Iowa) friends paraded 
the streets 1,000 strong this afternoon, mak- 
ing a splendid procession, with a rear 
guard of a strong detachment of Knights of 
Pythias. Tho appearance of the bulk of 
the men differed greatly from the ordinary 
run of political processions. They wero 
evidently hard-working men taken from 
tho farmers aad country stores dressed in 
their homly clothces and slouched hats, and 
their visit to a national convention was 
evidently a notable event in the lives of 
most of them. 

Tammany also made a big display march, 
under a banner inscribed, "Tammany is for 
the Democrat who can carry New York," 
carried by four colored men, painted up to 
represent Indians. Fully a thousand men 
were in line with Tammany badges, and 
three hundred Kings County men and two 
hundred from Elmira, N.Y., as many from 
Buffalo, and one hundred from Albany, 
The procession swelled to largo proportions! 
and made quite a sensation as it passed 
the various hotels. The California delega- 
tion decided to voto for Cleveland as a unit. 

The strength of the Cleveland feeling was 
so great'to-night that a great many people 
express the opinion that Mr. Hill's name 
would not be brought before tho Conven- 
tion. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



Ottawa, June 20. — Mr. Oppenheimer, oF 
Vancouver, has been informed that tho 
Government cannot grant a rebate on rails 
for electric railways. Tho decision is of 
great interest to all cities which have elcc- 
t.rio railwavK. If nn electric, railway de- 
sires to cross another railway, it is classi- 
fied as a railway, and must make applica- 
tion to the Railway Committee of the Privy 
Council, but if the same road wants to im- 
p >rt rails, it is classified as a tramway. 

The Interior Department say the row at 
Edmonton is the outcome of jealousy be- 
tween the old town and the new one. The 
land office was temporarily located in the 
old town for the convenience of incoming 
settlers.

Bismarck's Reception in Austria- 
Great Britain and the Ercuicb- 
Russian Alliance. 



The Voice of Ulster— Her People Are 
in Earnest— Behring Sea 
Arbitration. 



London, Juno 19.— [Smalley's special to 
the Now York Tribune.]— Bisni ark's jour- 
ney to Vicuna, for tho marriage of his son, 
has provoked a singulur outburst of anger 
in tho Imperial organB. It eurly become 
evident that this journey would be made 
tho occasion of a demonstration in Bis- 
marck's honor. This the German Emperor 
resents, and his creatures in the German 
press and elsewhere resent it, and ure doing 
their best to belittle, these demonstrations, 
and, as far as possible, to prevent them. 
First of all, an order was sent to tho Ger- 
man embassy in Vienna, that Prince Reuss 
and his stuff must show nothing more than 
bare civility on the occusion of Count Bis- 
marck's wedding. Then the campaign be- 
gan in the German press in Berlin, Cologne, 
Frankfort, and other chief cities. Prince 
Reuss ' has since been ordered to leave 
Vienna before Bismarck arrives. Such is 
Imperial magnanimity. 

Tho alleged French grievance against 
England is really a remarkable one. It is 
said to be nothing less than the discovery 
that, the true reason of Lord DufFerin's ap- 
pointment as British ambassador to France 
wus to break up tiio Franco- Russian alli- 
ance by bribing flic French press — that and 
nothing else. The paper which has made 
the discovery is the Petit Journal, the paper 
which really has the largest circulation in 
the world, viz., 1,000,000 per day. 

Ulster has spoken, and with a clear voice. 
Their convention was probably the greatest 
demonstration of recent days, audit is likely 
to surpass all others in importance. It puts 
the issue plainly before tho people of Eng- 
land. Ulster will not submit to a Dublin 
parliament. Heretofore Home Kulohas been 
offered to England as a ineuns of getting rid 
of the Irish difficulties, and England is now 
in a position to judge whether it will not 
create a new one. What Gladstone has to 
say wo shall know shortly. What his or- 
gans Bay is not much to the purpose. They 
make two points. The first is that Ulster 
is not unanimous, and secondly, say the 
Gladstonians, it is all brag and bluster; 
that Ulster will not resist, but will submit 
when once a Dublin parliament is set up. 
That is a prediction which need not be dis- 
cussed. All that wo can say is that if ever 
men seemed to have been in earnest Ulster 
is in earnest now. 

Gladstone has delighted everybody ex- 
cept the eight-hour people, and perhaps 
Schnadhorst, by his straightforward deal- 
ing with the London trades council. When 
ho agreed to receive this deputation people 
thought he would surrender to them as he 
surrendered to the London progressives. 
Nothing of the kind. They appealed to 
him to take up the eight-hour question ana 
put it in his programme either before or be- 
side Home Rule. He positively declined. 

The appointment of Lord Hannon as one 
of the British arbitrators in the Behring 
Sea business may be taken us, in one sense, 
a compliment to America, that is, Kngland 
in him chooses one of her very best judges 
und a man of really judicial mind. He will 
not, as Lord Chief Justice Cockburn did in 
the Geneva arbitration, turn himself into a 
counsel for Great Britain. Nobody ever 
doubted bis ability, his honor, his impar- 
tiality, and he will do what can be done to 
keep his somewhat restless Canadian col- 
leagues in order. 

The Behring Sea arbitration is not a topic 
of interest in England at this moment. 
There is a provincial notion in ttiis country 
that England must get the worst of any ar- 
bitration whatever, so that, except the 
philosophers or peace fanatics, tho arbitra- 
tion in itself is not popular. 

HOW MATTERS STAND. 

Tho I'ltrnellitcs and Antl-ParncUites — Be- 
tween the Two Stools Home Rule 
May Kail. 

London, June 19. — "It is known in the 
House of Commons that another deputation 
from the United States is coming over with 
represenattives of both Parnellites and anti- 
Parnellites," is the way an article, signed 
by "a Member of Parliament," reads. "I 
can tell you precisely how matters stand at 
the present moment. Tho auti-Paraellites, 
including Sexton, Dillon, Healy and O'Brien, 
arc firm on one point — they will have noth- 
ing to do with any arrangement which will 
not give them two dozen at least of t lie 
scats in Parliament now held by the Par- 
nellites. That is their minimum demand, 
and 1 need not say that it is bitterly re- 
sented by the followers of farnell, who 
now muster 30 in the House of Commons. 
Their ultimatum says: "(live us the seats 
we have not got aiid we will talk about 
minor matters afterward.'' 

"Between these two demands there is no 
possibility of a compromise. The delegation 
which is coming from America may as well 
start with this fact well in their minds. I 
asked an anti- I'arnellite : How can you 
reasonably ask for the surrender of "J4 seats 
(.at. i f .'id '.' Do you mean to eay that the 
valta: ot Parnell's services to the I rish or- 
ganization is fairly measured by six seats 
out of a total of 85 '.' ' P.uuell,' said this 
gentleman, ' always bad more credit than 
he deserved. He is supposed to have kept 
tho entire Irish party together, He did 
nothing of the kind, lie merely looked on 
while we worked and thru took all the 
praise. His followers ennnot get more than 
six seats in the whole of Ireland.' 

"I said: They would do so if the priests 
were to stand oil. The people are still Par- 
nellites, are they not"; My friend would 
not altogi ther deny that, but clerical influ- 
ence, he felt confident, would be Bupreme at 
thi! approaching elections and would be hos- 
tile to any man who called himself a I'arnel- 
lite. Redmond had gone to America to 
pick up aoino money, but would not get 
much, ami what he got would do him no 
good. The priests were more powerful than 
money. The Parnellites take a different 
vicsv. They say they may be outnumbered 
at tho polls through tho exertions of Arch- 
bishop Walsh and bis brethren, but they 
usk: Is it not certain that if the anti-Par- 
nelliti s capture their seats it will split the 
party '! 

"' There is ono thing certain,' a vid my 
informant, 1 and that is, wo shall not volun- 
tarily part with any of our seats. All these 
men would bo licking Purnell's boots now 
were be alive, and would be afraid in his 
presence to call their souIh their own. I 

fancy we will he able to manage old (Mad- 
stone, but ho is too artful for them. Par- 
nell found that out long ago. Ho will get 
tho Htalyites where he wants them, and 
then sell them out. Wo don't intend to be 
parties to any auch game. If the people of 
Ireland dared to uct upon their own con-

LONDON CORRESPONDENCE. 

Dissolution Hanging bike a Pall Over tho 
Capital -Desirous of Being a Peer. 

New YORK, June 10. — The Herald's cor- 
respondent in London cables the following: 
The dissolution of parliament hangs like a 
great pall over London. Everything is un- 
settled so vo the traffic of the streets. The 
social season has been a disastrous failure. 
Now cornea the parliamentary dissolution 
with its rush of peoplo to the country. 
Probably tho greatest regret felt over tho 
coming dissolution is tint tho government 
has not been able to take up the destitute 
alien bill and deal with tho crying evil of 
immigration, which is the direct cause of so 
much idleness and want among the working 
class. During the past four weeks the num- 
ber of aliens landing in England was no less 
than 2'2,'2d'). Tho majority came from 
Poland and Russia. 

A number of highly competent judges 
have been sitting this week over a claim 
made by a certain Chetwbod .Aiken to bo 
liaron Do Wasuil, in the peerage of Eng- 
land. The contention is that John De 
Wasull, an ancestor (on the female side) of 
Aiken, was summoned to Parliament by 
Edward I on the occasion when the King 
ordered the Earl of Norfolk to go to Franco. 
Tho Earl refused, whereupon the King said, 
with an oath : "You shall either go or 
hang," to which the Earl replied, with 
another oath : "I will neither go nor hang." 
The judges aro not quite sure that tho 
original Do Wasull wus really present on 
this memorable occasion, and it therefore 
Beems impossible that Chetwood Aiken will 
have to start a brewery or adopt some other 
recognized method of entering the House of 
Lords. 

There i3 a report in Midlothian that Sir 
William Gordon-Cumcninga is to be nomi- 
nated as the candidate for that constituency. 
Sir William says he has no desire for a Par- 
liamentary career.

Tho intelligent and progressive citizens of 
Victoria are sorry to know that the work of 
sower construction is likely soon to como to 
an end. Tho City Council evidently does 
not see its way to go on with the sowers 
until they are completed. To put a stop 
to the work of sewer construction would be, 
just now, a great misfortune, in moro ways 
than one. The sewers are required to keep 
the city clean, and to preserve the' public 
health, and the wage-earners need the em- 
ployment which their construction affords. 
Would it not he well for tho City Council 
to apply the Local Improvement clause of 
the Municipal Act to the continuation of 
the work on the sewera '! It would not, we 
think, be at all dillicult to include tho 
whole system in one by-law, and let tho 
pro perty pay, by a frontage tax, for what 
id yet to bo done. The property-owners 
could give bonds to pay the tax— by [instal- 
ments extending over a number of years. 
In this way the sewers would he built, and 
the house connections made without adding 
to the city's liabilities, and without any 
very heavy pressure on the owners of pro- 
perty. Business men, we venture to say, 
could, in a short time, devise a plan by 
which the drainage of the city would bo 
soon completed, on the Local Improvement 
system. That system has been adopted by 
all the progressive citiea of the continent, 
and the sooner that the law, enacted for its 
introduction here, is put in operation, tho 
bettor for the citizens. We trust that this 
matter will not be lost sight of. The city 
cannot do without the sewers and other im- 
provements, and the fairest and most effec- 
tive way of getting them is by the adoption 
of tho Btttciment system. 



HOME RULERS IN IRELAND. 

It is generally supposed that tho vast 
majority of voters in Ireland are in lavor of 
Parnell's policy. The minority, it is be- 
lieved, is composed of a few fanatical 
Protestants in the north of Ireland, and a 
still smaller number of unpatriotic Catholics 
in the south and middle. A little enquiry 
shows that this is not the case. The late 
John Bright, who was one of Ireland's 
ataunchest English friends, in one of his 
speeches, said : "At leaat two millions of 
them (the inhabitants of Ireland) aro as 
loyal to the English Government aa Birm- 
ingham or Manchester, uud I will be no 
party to a measure which will thrust them 
from the generosity and the justice of the 
Imperial Parliament." 

It is quite true that Ireland at the last 
general election sent 8(i Home Rulers to the 
Imperial Parliament to 1!) opponents of their 
policy, but when the election figures come 
to be examined, it will be been 
that the opponents of Hume Rule were not 
anything like proportionately represented 
in the Irish delegation to Parliament, The 
Parnellite vote at the generul election of 
18SG was 293.S75, and the anti-Parnellite 
vote was 147,100. According to tho votes 
actually polled tho Parnellites returned 
should have been a little more than two to 
one, instead of being a good deal more than 
four to one. But there were, no doubt, 
other facts known to Mr. Bright, which 
caused him to conclude that the Irishmen 
opposed to Home Rule were nearly equal 
in numbers to those in favor of Home Rule. 
It ia not by any means likely that the Iriah 
Home Rulers have increased very materially 
since 1880. Indeed, it is not to be expected 
that tho Homo Rule party, divided as it in 
into warring f ictions, will, at the coming 
olection, be so successful as when it was 
under the iron discipline of Charles Stewart 
Parnell, 

It must not bo forgotten, too, that there 
are many Catholics in Ireland who nover 
joined the Homo Rulo party, and Eome of 
that creed who joined it not, from convic- 
tion, but from considerations of policy. The 
opponents of Homo Rule in some parts of 
Ireland have not, of late years, had 



a very pleasant time of it, and it 
may bo expected that when the pressure 
to which they succumbed is re- 
moved tho number who will" vote for 
tho supportors of the Government will bo 
greatly increased. Those, then, , who are 
trying to form an intelligent unci an impar- 
tial opiuion of the relative strength of par- 
ties in the Mother Country muat not take 
for grunted that Ireland will, with the ex- 
cept ion of Ulster, bo in favor of the Glad- 
stone party. It is just possihlo that tho 
Government, even in the Catholic counties, 
will be stronger than many, of even its sup- 
porters, believe. 



AN IMPORTANT POINT. 

The dispute about the power of Parlia- 
ment to readjust the representation of the 
Dominion in tho House of Commons has 
arisen from tho interpretation given by 
somo of tho members to tho 51st section of 
tho British North 'America Act. This is 
how is reads : 

"On the completion of tho census in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-one, and of each subsequent de- 
cennial census, the representation of tho 
four provinces shall bo readjusted by such 
authority, in such a manner, and from such 
time as the Parliament of Canada from 
time to time provides, subject and accord- 
ing to the following rules," etc. 

The question, as wo understand it, ia, 
does this section of the Act give Parliament 
the power to readjust the representation, or 
does it only give it power to appoint and 
instruct somo -authority to do the work? 
Mr. Davies, Mr. Dalton McCarthy, Mr. 
Mills and others contend that it -is not 
within the power of Parliament to readjust 
the representation, anil Sir John Thompson, 
Hon. Wilfred Laurier and other legal author- 
ities maintain that tho readjustment ia 
properly and constitutionally tho work of 
Parliament. The question has, it appears, 
been raised during the present session for 
tho first time. It is one of very great im- 
portance, and it is not by any means likely 
that the people of Canada havo heard the 
la3t of it. 



INEX PERIENCED POLITICIANS. 

Parliamentary Government is not work- 
ing very smoothly in Japan. The Govern- 
ment considers that it rules by some other 
right than by the will of tho people. Tho 
ministers cannot be made to understand that 
they should throw up their places and their 
salaries and allow their opponents to take 
their offices merely because there are some 
wrong-headed and ignorant men in Parlia- 
ment who will persist in voting against 
their measures. The following extract from 
the Japanese Daily Herald Mail leads us to 
conclude that tho public men of Japan, on 
the Government side particularly, havo yet 
to learn what a vote of want of confidence 
means: 

"To a body of men, \\ ho one with an- 
other have kept the Government of the 
country in their own bauds without the ex- 
ercise of popular control, the idea of having 
to subordinate themselves to the will of the 
.Diet, and to bo made to feel that they can 
only hold office during its pleasure, simply 
whilst it shall give its consent and no long- 
er, is as unpalatable as a very nauseous dose 
of physic, but though they make wry laces, 
in the long run they will have to swallow 
what Parliament prescribes. To those ac- 
quainted with the course of constitutional 
politics in England, who well know that 
there, as in [his country, tho sovereign ap- 
points Ministers to oflice, receivea their re- 
signations or dismisses them, as the cue 
may be, tho parrot-like reiteration of the 
few bare words of the constitution, that the 
sovereign appoints to office, seems al- 
most childish, more especially when they 
are pleaded us barring any right on the part 
of the Diet to determine who shall be per- 
mitted to carry on the Government." 

The unsophisticated Japanese statesmen 
will have to take a few lessons in the art 
and mystery of political make-believe beforo 
they can be made to understand that the 
powers of the sovereign to appoint his minis- 
ters and to dismiss them, as well as to veto 
laws and 1" do many other things, are mere 
fictions. It is convenient to say that the 
sovereign possesses these prerogatives, but 
it is found that when they come to be exer- 
cised the sovereign does exactly wdiat his 
ministers advise, and they in their turn do 
very little more than Parliament authoriaees 
and sanctions. 



MR. BLAKE IN THE IMPERIAL 
PARLIAMENT. 

Tho news that tho Hon. Edward Blake 
has been offered a seat in the Imperial Par- 
liament by the Irish Homo Rule Party has 
not turned out to be a mere sensational ro- 
port. The seat tendered to Mr. Blake may 
bo considered, a safe one, and he may there- 
fore be regarded as good us elected. The 
appearance of a native Canadian residing in 
Canada in Parliament will be something 
new. At leaat one Canadian has had a seat 
in the British Parliament, but this was after 
he had left ids native land unci had made 
hia homo in the Old Country. In 1859 tho 
Hon. Thomas Chandler Haliburcon, better 
known on thiB side of the Atlantic aa 
" Sam Slick," waa returned to Par- 
liament for Launceston, and he held 
hia seat until the dissolution in 
1805. Judge Haliburton's record in 
Parliament was not particularly brilliant 
but it may bo very diff iont with Mr. 
Blake. That gentleman is admitted by 



friends and opponents to possess very great 
ability, and ho will onter Parliament at an 
important crisis. He will, too, bo tho lead- 
ing advocate of the Home Rulo cause. Ho 
will, therefore, havo a splendid fiold for -the 
exercise of his ability, and he will find in 
tho British House of Commons foemen 
worthy of hia steel. If ho succeeds, Canada 
will be proud of his success. 

Mr. Blake's call to tho British Parlia- 
ment is important from another point of 
view. It leads Canadians to realize that; 
their country is indeed a part of tho Em- 
pire of Great Britain. To do this in these 
days sometimes requires an effort. 
Canada is so nearly independent, 
and its statesmen are so prone to 
act as if its interests woro opposed 
to thoso of Great Britain that Canadians aro 
apt to get into the habit of looking upon her 
as almost a foreign country. But when they 
see a leading Canadian in Parliament taking 
an active and, perhaps, a leading part, in 
tho government of tho Bnipiro they will 
then see that they aro not the step children 
of the Mother Country but sharers, to tho 
fullest extent, in tho privileges and powers 
and honors of the most favored of her chil- 
dren. Edward Blake, aa Cabinet Minister, 
would do moro towards accomplishing tho 
federation of tho .Empire than all the Im- 
perial Federation Leagues that can be 
formed in all the colonies.

A special meeting of tho City Council 
was held last evening, there being present 
His Worship Mayor Beaven in the chair, 
Aid. Hunter, Munn, Bragg, Baker, Hall, 
Styles, McKillican and Lovell. Minutes of 
lust regular and special meetings were taken 
as read and adopted. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

Communications were read and disposed 
of as follows, viz: From the Mayor' and 
Aldermen of Vancouver inviting the Mayor 
and City Council of Victoria to attend tho 
Dominion Day Celebration. Received and 
accepted with thanks. 

VICTORIA AND SIDNEY RAILWAY BY-LAW. 

The Council went into Committee of the 
whole on the Victoria and Sidney Railway 
By-Law, His Worship in tho chair, when 
changes to the following elfect were made. 

1. Clause 7, referring to exemption of 
Company's property within the city from 
taxation was truck out. 

2. It was provided that construction 
should bo actually and bona Jida com- 
menced by October 1, 1892, and completed 
by September 1, 1894. 

TlIB Mayor read the agreement in full. 

ALD. Munn supposed that it was the 
agreement prepared by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, and suggested that it should ho passed 
around the Board for perusal. 

Thk Mayor : I notice that while the city 
has the largest security or interest in tho 
matter, the Government has the power. 

An). Munn thought that the Govern- 
ment would not interfere with vested 
rights. The company had to negotiate for 
the sale of their bonds as soon as possible 
after their issue. Tho terms should bo 
satisfactory to the Government as well as 
tho Corporation. Ho hoped the latter 
would place no obstacle in tho way of the 
company getting the highest price possible 
for its bonds. 

ALD. McKillican : An objection I see to 
it is, that the city is placed second instead 
of firBt. 

Ald. Munn went through the agreement 
briefly, and argued that the city was amply 
p ro tec ted. 

TlIB Mayor said that tho agreement set 
forth that the work was to commence on 
tho 1st of October, or clso it would be void. 
It was a difficult thing to suy what tho com- 
mencement of such a work would he. In 
the historic case of tho Canadian Pacific, 
which was to havo been commenced in 
British Columbia on the 1st of July, 1873, 
the only thing done wus to commence tho 
survey on that date to Esquimalt. 

ALD. McKlLLICAN asked if champagne 
had been churged in tho sundries on that 
occasion. 

TlIB Mayor— I said nothing about cham- 
pagne. 

Ald. McKtllican — Oh, no! it was put 
down to sundries. 

ALD. Hr/NTER instanced lines in which 
construction companies were formed lo build, 
and. the evils of such practice. He suggested 
that an engineer bo appointed to satisfy the 
Government and the city that the work was 
being properly done. 

Al.D, Munn — There is no intention on tno 
part of this company to begin construction, 
and end it with tho opening of champagne 
bottles. That would be a fizzle. (Laughter.) 

Ald. Hunter— Begin with the cham- 
pagne. (Renewed laughter.) 

Ald. Munn — I don't think wo should tie 
the company down. For instance, thero is 
the exclusion of Chinese labor, wdiich may 
make u difference from 10 to 15 per cent. 
This is the only lino in the country on wdiich 
this restitution has been enforced. The 
Government passed it without this pro- 
vision, and it is here it is inserted. There 
can be no jobbery about this, as monthly 
accounts must bo passed, duly certified by 
the engineer. 

Ald. McKillican suggested that the pro- 
moters of the line have no contract ou it. 

TlIB Mayor— What we want to guard 
against is the road not being constructed. 
We want to see it in operation. What Aid. 
Munn wants to seo is that tho lino be not 
unnecessarily obstructed. 

Ald. HUNTER— But there is a clause that 
the contracts be awarded subjet to ap- 
proval by tho Government and tho city. 

Tin- Mayor— The difficulty is that tho 
City and the Government have to act con- 
jointly in this matter. The certificate 
should he honored on tho signature of the 
city engineer and the surveyor general. 

ALD, Baker did not think it fair that 
the. corporation should try to hamper the 
company by unnecessary restrictions. If 
he were ono of tho promoters he would 
drop the whole thing. The corporation of 
tho citv had no right to step in and tell the 
promoters of the company what they shall 
do and what they shall leavo undone. If 
the Council wanted to kill the by-law, they 
should do so openly, and not kill it by re- 
strictions. 

Ald. Lovell was in favor of the bill, but 
he wanted to see the city properly pro- 
tected, as the citizens had a big interest, 
having to guarantee the cost of the road. 

ALD. .BAKER thought a city engineer 
might know nothing whatever of railway 
construction; then why should he bo asked 
to approve a contract or bill'.' 

Ald. Hr/NTER — We have a big interest in 
it, as wo guarantee §300,000, ami for that 
sum the line can be put in workiug order. 
All wo want is that our representative and 
a representative of the Government seo that 
the work is properly advertised, and that 
the contract is properly let. I want to see 
tho contract let by those who are paying 
the piper. 

Tin: Mayor did not think tho by-law 
would pass tho ratepayers if it were sub- 
mitted to them in the form in which it was 
originally submitted to the City Council. 

Ai,t>. McKillican— We are furnishing 
the funds, and it is our duty to see that, the 
people are properly protected. The promo- 
ters of this line are merely figure heads. If 
they want to go on with the road unrestric- 
ted, then let them build it at their own ex- 
pense 

Ald. STVI.ES Baid that ho attended the 
recent conference on this by-law, and was 
disappointed at not having received more 
information. He had not learned, as he 
expected, what class of country was to bo 
opened up— whether a big district was to 
be opened to agriculture, good miues tap- 
ped, or what trafiic WBS likely to be gained. 
He would like to sec tho citizens properly 
protected in the matter. 

Ald. McKillican suggested an adjourn, 
ment, to enable the Council to think tho 
matter over. 

Ald. Hunter pointed out that Aid. 
Munn had taken notes, and 
ho (Aid. Hunter) did not see 
any difficulty in getting over tho obstacles. 
All he wished to see was that tho contract 



for the construction of tho line should he 
duly advertised and honestly let. 

Ald. Munn did not think thoro would he 
any objection to insert the propositions and 
restrictions mado by the Council. If the 
bonds were guaranteed there should be no 
restrictions to prevent their sale. It was 
possible to go to extremes, and be hoped 
this would not be done in this instance. In 
tho Victoria, Saauich & Westminster by- 
law, there were practically no restrictions 
enforced, but tho company got their guar- 
antee, exemption from taxation and free 
water. It would not be fair to hamper 
this company. 

The Mayor thought it somewhat 
unsatisfactory that the length of the 
road was not given, as if a survey had 
not been made. ' He had heard it variously 
estimated at from 14 to 20 miles. "You 
see," he added, " that we are working in 
tho dark on this particular point. The 
length of a road makes quito a difference. 
Witli regard to the location of tho terminal 
station we should have something definite. 
To say that it should bo within tho city 
boundary is very indefinite indeed. Some- 
thing more definite should be known." 

Ald. Munn— That would bo a very 
dangerous thing to meddle with. If you 
say, for iastauco, that tho terminus shall bo 
Victoria West, the property will run up in 
price there, and you will havo tho people of 
tho east down on you. 

The Mayor— We don't [want to mention 
any particular spot, but it should bo sub- 
ject to tho approval of the City and Gov- 
ernment. 

Ald. Munn— It is likely that it will bo 
at the outer wharf. 

Ald. Styles— Tho company could never 
afford to purchase tho right of way to the 
outer wharf. 

:\ld. Hunter — That difficulty can be 
obviated by making it necessary for the 
company to submit their plans for the ap- 
proval of the corporation and the Govern- 
ment. 

Ald. Munn suggested that the Mayor be 
authorized to enter into an agreement be- 
tween the city and the Government. 

Ald. McKillican moved as an amend- 
ment that the agreement bo referred back 
to Aid. Munn and the city barristers, in 

ler to have the suggestions mude by the 
Council embodied. 

The Mayor— Tho better plan would bo 
to move that the committeo rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again. 

The Mayor's suggestion was adopted, and 
His Worship, Aid. Munn and Hunter, re- 
quested to instruct the city barristers as to 
the clauses to bo inserted in conformity 
with the expressed wishes of the Council. 

Sanitary Engineer Mohun wrote, stuting 
that $500 worth of sewerage pipe had been 
received from the Terra Cotta Co., and ask- 
ing for instructions as to whether he should 
accept them or not. 

Ald. Styles— That is very indefinite. I 
don't understand it. 

Referred to Sewerage committee. 

Hon. D. W. Higgins wrote on behalf of 
the N.E.T. & L. Co., asking permission to 
run a tunnel at Constance street, to securo a, 
water supply. 

Referred to Street committee and City 
Engineer for report. 

Mr. C. Hayward wrote, asking that cer- 
tain lands, purchased by him at sale for 
non-poyment of taxes, be duly conveyed. _ In 
one instance five feet was the amount claim- 
ed, but there was also a demand for "a sep- 
arate deed of conveyance of one inch of sub- 
section 4, of lots (ilS and 010, block M, Vic- 
toria city." 

Referred to Finance committee. 

The Council then went into Committee of 
the Whole on a by-law to aid the collection 
of water rates within the municipality, the 
Mayor presiding. 

The by-law provided that tho supply may 
bo cut off if tho water rates bo not paid 
within liO days after they become due. 

The by-law passed, and tho Council ad- 
journed at 10.-15. 

THE ITSSTEEY DEEPENS. 

No Clue to the .Murderer of the Hull Family 
ut Bridge Elver. 

Supt. Hussey, of the Provincial Police, 
turned, last evening, from the mainland. 
He has been away up in the Lillooet district 
at Bridge river, endeavoring to loente the 
murderer of the Bull family, but so far his 
efforts have been without avail. 

The reports which havo reached Victoria 
of arrests being made in connection with 
this case, are evidently incorrect. Supt. 
Hussey says clues are so indistinct as to 
make the case a most unsatisfactory one to 
work upon. The only body found so far 
was that of the Indian woman, Mrs. 
Bull, and it was but meagrely iudontified. 
Yet there seems to he no doubt but that the 
wdiole family was murdered. Various 
theories are afloat. One of them is that Bull 
himself murdered his wife and three chil- 
dren and took to tho mountains. Yet there 
does not seem to bo any reasonable motive 
that could bo assigned for such a course. 
Again, it is thought that Chilcotin Indians 
were the murderers, but thero is no proof 
yet of this. A couple of officers are now 
working on tho case. The rewards offered 
aggregate $500.

"AVIGS OX THE GREEN." 

Parnollltea and AntlrFarneUltes in Col- 
lision. . 

UtJBLIN, June 19.— The anti-Parnellites 
tried to hold a meeting to-day in Killorglin, 
near Tralec. While the audience was as- 
sembling a party of l'urnellites descended 
upon them, wrecked tho platform and drove 
off the band. Tho anti-Parnellites then got 
re-inforcentonts and put them to flight. 
After tho meeting had been called to order 
the Parrrellites returned in double numbers 
and tried to shout down the chairman. 
Efforts to drive them away failed and the 
two parties fell to lighting. Clubs, stones 
und pieces of tho broken platform were the 
weapons. The chairman was knocked 
senseless, and while four of his friends were 
trying to carry him away from tho tick of 
the tight they were sot upon by a party of 
the l'urnellites and were knocked down and 
beaten. Tho chairman was trampled und 
seriously hurt. 

Two hundred military and police were 
summoned, but they were unable to stop 
the lighting. While awaiting reinforce- 
ments they were roughly handled by tho 
mob and compelled to fall back, taking with 
them three constables who had been dis- 
abled with stones. When 200 soldiers ar- 
rived the force of -100 charged the meeting 
and, after a struggle of 15 minutes, cleared 
the place. Eight men were found lying un- 
conscious upon the ground, where they hud 
been trampled upon by rioters. Three are 
so severely injured that they may die, the 
other three sustained fractures of the arms 
or legs, but will recover. Tho number of 
seriously injured is reported to be '25 or 30.

The Douglas Affiiin in Commission- 
Further Assistance for the Dis- 
abled Quadra. 

Phantom .loins the Cannery Flcet- 
The Cariboo Fly and Her 
Old Route. 



Seattle and Tacoma are nt war over tlic new 
Northern Paolflollnoofstoamors. It la claimed 
that the Phra Nang had nu freight for Tacoma, 
except- ono consignment of 501] uiieks sugar, 
whereas tlieru win ciuitu 11 canside'-n hie quan- 
tity for Seattle, and on this account certain 
merchant;! in the latter eily protest against tlio 
vessels sailing past, them to 'raeoma. Speak- 
ing or tlio matter, the Post-Intolllgencor says: 
"It turns out that none of the freight brought 
by the Northern Pacific steamer, i'hra Nang, 
was really destined tor Tacoma. The sugar 
consigned to Tacoma, Seattle and Spokane, 
was ail for F. A. Spencer & Co , of Uii3 city, 
and they divided it among the three cities, as 
they expected to dispose of it. They .ordered 
COO bags to Tacoma, but afterwards sold it in 
this city, and it was no sooner (landed than in 
was forwarded hero, it is understood that tlio 
protests against the steamers p .ssing this port 
and carrying Hie freight consigned hero to Ta- 
coma, have already hnrne fruit, and that the 
next steamer of the lino will Ilrst discharge 
at this port all the frorght consigned 
hero. I. a. Nadoau, tlio Northern Pacific 
general agent here, says that his company has 
nothing to do with the movement of tho 
steamers. He Haul last evening: 'The Btcamer 
lino is operated by Dodwell, Carlill & Co., of 
Now York and Yokohama, and tho Northern 
Pacific has nothing to do with the running of 
the boats. The Northern Paeitlc simply has a 
contract to carry all freight destined to 
Kostern po'nts, like a trallle agreement be- 
tween one railroad and another, it has noth- 
ing to do with the business for Victoria, Ta- 
coma, Seattle and other Sound ports. Tho 
agents of the Northern Pacific do not even 
know the rates from Chirm and Japan to these 
points. Tlio agent of tin- steamers is T. W. 
Pritohard, ol Tacoma.' Tho following i\-i. 
dispatch from Tacoma confirms the statement 
that the steamers are hereafter to come to this 
port: Tacoma, Juno 19.— It is now understood 
that the new Btoamship line, ol which the I'hra 
Nang Is the first steamer, will make Seattle its 
Paget Sound terminus provided the freight to 
that city warrants it. The only object. It is 
said by those in authority, in the i'hra Nang's 
coming here is because tho Northern Pacific 
railroad desired it for i ho purpose of shipping 
through freight from this city." 

The steamer Flyer locontly damaged by lire 
at Seattle is now being repaired. Most of tho 
burned debris on her decks has been removed, 
leaving only the black skeleton rafters of the 
cabin and saloon. From tho pilot-house back 
to the stern of the boat entire new cabins will 
have to be put in. 

Captain J, C Nixon, of Seattle, has received 
word from his sealing schooner, the Honry 
Dennis, that she had taken I.81O skins up to tho 
time she was spoken by one of the government 
boats, now about 15 days ago. Capt .in Nixon 
is delighted over this lino showing. He says it 
is the largest catch ever taken outside of Hen- 
ring Sea. The largest catch taken for a whole 
season was :s,:iiKJ skins, by tho Happhlro in 18 0. 
but she took most of hers in Bearing Sea. If 
tlio Dennis lias had fair luck since she reported, 
she probably has upward of 2,300 skins now. 
and stmds a good show of beating all previous 
records for the season. 

The Ranger, which arrived from Tacoma 
at about I o'clock yesterday afternoon, dropped 
anchor in Port Townsend bay. Her machinery 
has been repaired, and she will Btart for Ouna- 
laska in a dav or two. The papers covering the 
evidence in the recent investigation, held on 
board, regarding tlio proper location of the 
blanio for the condition of her machinery, have 
been forwarded to the department, and in the 
meantime the ship has been ordered to go 
about her duty.— Townsend Leader, 

It is reported that the ss. San Mateo, which 
carries coal from Nanaimo to San Francisco, 
will be taken oil' the run for a few weeks, to un- 
dergo repairs. 

Steamer Hope arrived in from Valdez Island 
early Sunday morning with a boom of logs. 

Captain Vvlutelaw had everything in readi- 
ness for the raising of the San Pedro on Sunday 
last.but.owing to the heavy sea and high wind, 
the work had to he again postponed. 

Tho second oi the N.P.R. lino of steamships 
to arrive hero from tho Orient is the Batavla, 
which sailed from Hongkong on Juno 11. and 
which is expected at Victoria on the (jib of next 
month. 

The pioneer steamer Cariboo Fly, Caplain 
Beynan, leaves to-day for the Skeena river. She 
lias been completely overhauled, and is now al- 
most as Mtaunch as ever. Her cabins, which 
number sixteen in all. are large and well-titled 
an. Jlr. (iuthridge, late of tho old steamer 
Idaho, which was wrocKcd some time ago, is 
her chief engineer, and Mr. Thomas Piorson, 
formerly of 1 he Albion lion Works, goes second. 
Hor mate is Mr. W Clarke, son of Capt ain \V. 
H. Clarke, the harbor master. The Fly will 
not be laid up again when she completes her 
work at the caiuioiics, being destined to make 
regular trips bet ween Victoria and the North. 

The O. P. N. Co.'s steamer Maude returned 
from Barclay Sound on Sunday morning, bring- 
ing with her the sad news of the death of 
Archie McLaughlin, a prospector, whose body 
was found in the woods a few days ago by a 
companion. The passengers down on the 
Maude wero R. Qaadine, Mrs. Sell. C. Hamil- 
ton, YV. Bragg, J. Litlh'john, A. McGowau, J 
Sutherland, A. Tanner, Vv. C. Wade, J. Burke, 
C. Keno. W. McGregor. H. Batoman, It. Wat- 
kins. P. C. MeCregoi, S. Logan, II. L. brown, 
W. Wills, J. Wilson, and four Chinamen. 

The Steamer- Islander took the run to Van- 
couver this morning in place of the YosomitO, 
which is laid up for a few days. 

Steamer Daisy came in Sunday with a couplo 
of scows of lumber from tho Cnemainus saw- 
mill, for tho Victoria Coal, Wood and Lumber 
yards. 

A scow-load of shingle bolts was towed ovor 
from Vancouver, yesterday, by the tug Karl, 
for tho new shingle mill, at Porter's wharf. 

Tug Topic brought in a boom of logs from 
the north, on Sunday. 

It is understood that tho steamer Phantom 
will sail on the h Inst., fo- the Ske. na river, 
where she will woik with other boats, tending 
on the canneries. 

Capt. Lewis, Agent of Marino, expects to re- 
ceive instructions, in 11 few days, to send the 
Government, t ug boat Princess to the sceno of 
the wreck of the steamer Quadra, to render 
any assistance necessary. If such orders are 
Riven, the Princess will s il in a few days, 
taking with hor a party of export workmen 
and officials. 

As there ha -i been no news whatever from 
the new steamer Quadra, which innon a rock 
InRosobnv, Queen Charlotte Island. It lias 
been decided by the Dominion Government to 
place the steamer Sir James Douglas in com- 
mission again. The Douglas goes out of port 
in a few days, with Capt. Vvalbran in com- 
mand. A trip around to the lighthouses and 
buoys, in and around the straits, will be her 
first worfe.

The discoveries of last fall 
have proved as rich as expected, and many new ones, fully as 
important, have been located this spring. The Kaslo- 
Kootenay Land Company have built roads and trails into the 
important mines, and surveys have been completed for the 
railway. The contract for clearing the right-of-way for the 
latter will be let in a few days. Many substantial buildings 
have been erected so far this year, and a large number will be 
begun immediately, including a handsome hotel. 

A large number of business and residential lots have 
been sold, and many have changed hands at a good profit. In 
a short time the Company will advance the price of all lots.

BY-LAWJW. 163. 

A By-Law to Repeal the Wards By Law, 1890, 
to Divide the City of Victoria into Wards, 
and to Dt fine their Boundaries. 



WHEREAS under and by virtuoof Section 18 of 
tho City of Victoria Act, 1892, it is enacted 
that It shall bo lawful for tho Council, prior 
to levying an assessment for the year 1S92, 
to divide tlio Municipality into Wards in 
such a manner as tho Council shall deter- 
mine, and to define the boundaries of such 
wards in a by-law to bo passed for that pur- 
pose 

Bo it therefore enacted by tho Municipal 
Council of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria as follows : 

(1) . The " Wards By-Law, 1890," is hereby re- 
pealed. 

(2) . The Municipality of tho Corporation of 
the City of Victoria shall bo divided into three 
Wards, namely, North Ward, Central Ward 
and South Ward. 

(3) . Tho saiil North Ward shall consist of that

^Jj), "<:V-2& Hall yesterday alter 
noon. The hull was crowded with visitors, 
and tho various booths wore already doing 
a rushing business, when, after a selection 
by tho Warspite baud, the committee of 
ladies in charge took their places on the 
stage. After a call to order, Mayor Beaven 
formally opened the fete in a short 
speech, outlining the object of the enter- 
tainment. 

"The object of the bazaar," said be, "is to 
aid a provincial institution in which all are 
interested. Being located in the capital 
city of Victoria, people from all parts of the 
country aro naturally drawn here, and the 
requirements of the Jubileo Hospital are 
necessarily large. Many years ago thero 
was lirst instituted here the Royal Hospital, 
tho remains of which building of logs still 
exist. One has only to compare those re- 
mains with the magnificent buildings and 
grounds of tho new hospital to 
seo what tho churitablo efforts of the 
people of this city have accomplished. You 
have all heard of the Jubilee Hospital, and 
know ot tho object for which it was erected. 
You also probably know that tho institution 
is financially embarrassed to a considerable 
amount. The mortgage debt amounts to 
about Slo.000, and the funded debt to §7,- 
000 more. Taking this fact into consider- 
ation a uumber of ladies have volunteered 
their services, and the result is this bazaar 
— for the purposo of aiding tho hospital 
fund. The object is certainly a most worthy 
ono, and with the aid of a generous public, 
will no doubt prove a success. As to the 
work of the ladies — this tastefully decorated 
room speaks for itself. I now havo the 
honor to formally deelaro this bazaar open. 
When it is closed, on Tuesday night, 1 trust 
the ladies will bo satisfied with the returns 
which will have come in, There are other 
means being tukeu to pay oil' tho debt on 
the hospital, and these combined eiforts will 
no doubt materially lower the amount now 
due." 

At tho close of the address. Mayor Beaven 
was liberally applauded. Those present 
then turned their attention to the various 
attractions. Standing in the entrance of 
tho inner doorway of the hall, tho scene 
that met the eyo was bewildering in its 
varied beauties.
